ATTEMPT TO.RANG A EUROPEAN 
| CONSTABLE AT SHANGHAI. 


The VC. Daily News, repars thet on the 
morning of the 26:h inst. at about 8 o'clock some 
Chinese attempted to hang Constable Madsen, 
who is attached to the Louza Police Station, and 
is employed on the-apecial duty of seeing that 
the wheel-barrows plying for hire have licenses, 
He wasengaged on this duty when the affalr 
relerred to occu! nd saw a wheel-barrow 
hear the Chefoo Road bridge over the Defence 
Creek, and having ascertained that the coolle 
had ‘no license he took him by his guews to 
take him to the Station; but the coolie turned 
round and bit Madsen's hand, compelling him to. 
let _go his hold, At the same tima the coolle 
called cut fa, Ja, whereupon a large number of 
other coolles rushed cut, and got between Mad- 
sen and the Station. One of them threw « noose 
over Madaen's head from ono elde and another 
performed a.similar action from the other, sid 
while ‘a third lassoed him’ from behind, ani 
then they dragged. him to'a lamp post, with the 
appaseatly,: ol harging him, ‘Others: 
took hold of his arms. While this was going on,- 
Madsen beard an expreasion as of pain from one 
of the men who was holding him, and .after- 
wards atcertained that this man bad been.stab- 
bed In the arm, Madsen managed to free him- 
self and get away, but minus his tunic, watch 
and chai, and with bis shirttorn, 
‘ On arrival at the Station he reported the state: 
of affairs, and Iaspector Howard went to in- 
vestlgate, but found the people so threatening 
that be returned tq the Station and called out 
his men. With these he egiin proceeded to the 
locality, and found all’ quiet, The district 
magistrate was there, as was also the wounded” 
‘native who, the assailants ofthe policeman told 
the magistrate, had been stabbed with a pocket 
knife bythe policeman. The magistrate wanted 
Inspector Howard ‘to, take the \njured man 
to the Mixed Court, which he declined to do, 
bot took him and another man whom Madsen 
recogalsed as one of his assaflants to the Police 
Station. From there the. wounded man was 
sent to the Shantung Road Hospital, where Dr. 
Milles-attended to him. The wound was on thé 
arm, an inch and a quarter broad and some three 
inches deep, and could not. have been inflicted 
with the kind of knife a forelgner would carry, 
The district magistrate was told this, bat he was 
so firmly convinced that the roliceman. did the 
deed, that he postponed his visit to Soochow to 
report the affair to. the: Tao-tai, and cone
